If. the first vote is 
in favor of buying the property, 
the next step in the proceedings 
is to secure the verdict 
of a 


jury upon the question of the

Then the matter is put before 
the railroad commission which

A 


ATTORNEY GENERAL A. Mitchell Pal- 
mer is the first avowed candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for President. 


In permitting his petitions to be filed tor the 


Georgia preferential primary, he scrred notice 
that his "hat is in the ring." 


Should he -be nominated and elected, Palmer 


will be the first Pennsylvania!! to occupy the 
White House since James Buchanan. 


Palmer has had the faculty, during his politi- 


cal career, of making warm, friends and bitter 
enemies. His political friends believe that HI 
Attorney General he has measured up to too 
new issues of reconstruction, and that he could 
lead his party to victory in November. 


His political cnemlts declare that th« Pal- -. 


mer of 1920 is no more like the Palmer of 
1912 than the Woodrow Wilson of 1920 is 
like the Woodrow Wilson of 1912. They 
accuse both Palmer and Wilson of abandon- 
ing the Democratic pledges, taken in 1912, 
to destroy monopoly and lower the cost of 
living. 
Palmer's foes admit that as Attorney Gener- 


al he ban won the friendship of powerful inter- 
ests, bnt they predict that the hostility of labor 
and the disappointment of the consuming public 
in the failure of the Administration campaign _ 
against high prices -would bring to the Demo- 
cratic party, with Palmer as its standard bearer, 
defeat as crushing as the rout under Alton B. 
Parker In 1904. 


Palmer's Early Life 


A 


LEXANDER MITCHELL PALMER was 
bom May 4, 1872, at Moosehead, Pa., the 


son of Quaker parents. 


At nineteen years -of age he was graduated 


from Swarftmore College with the highest hon- 
ors in his class. Admitted to the bar in 1S93, 
he practiced with Ex-Congressman John B. 
Storm of Stroodsburg, Pennsylvania, until the 
lattar's death in 1901. 


Mr. Palmer enjoyed a lucrative practice, in- 


teresting himself in varied business -concerns.' 
"Who's Wno in America" for 1919 lists him as 
director of the Strondsburg National Bank, tho 
Scranton Trust Company, the Citizens Gas 
Company, and the International Boiler Com- 
pany. 


In November, 1908, Mr. Palmer TOSS elected 


to Congress, and he served in the Gist, 62nd, 
and 63rd Congresses from the 26th Pennsylva- 
nia District. He was appointed judge of the 
United States Court of Claims in April, 1915, 
declining his commission. On October 22, 1917, 
he was appointed Alien Property Custodian 


- under the "Trading with tbe Enemy Act." He 


continued in this office -until March 5, 1919, 
when he was appointed Attorney General to 
succeed Thomas W. Gregory, resigned. 


Palmer's Record in Congress 


M 


R. PALMER was elected to the 61st Con- 
gress in November, 1908, taking his seat 


when President Taft called a special session in 
March, 1909. 


In the 61st Congress, Representative Palmer 


voted with the Democratic minority through^. _ 
out the session. Ho voted, with the other Demo- 
cratic 
members, against the 
Payne-A!drich 


Tariff Bill and against the adoption of the old 
rules, under which Cannon ruled as the "czar" 
of tho House. As a new member, Representa- 
tive Palmer spoke only a few times during the- 
session. 


Re-elected to the 62nd Congress in the Dem- 


ocratic landslide in 1910, Palmer became a lead- 
er in the House. In 1912, he was re-elected for 
a third term, and ss a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee he figured prominently in 
carrying out the Democratic program of legis- 
lation. 


In the 63rd Congress, Palmer introduced a 


bill to prevent interstate commerce in the pro- 
ducts of child labor, which was passed Febru- 
ary 13, 1915, by a vote of 233 to 43, On April 
6, 1014, he introduced in the House a joint reso- 
lution for the submission to the States of a 
constitutional amendment granting woman suff- 
rage. These two measures, together with 
amendments to the Underwood Tariff Bill, con- 
stituted his principal contributions to legisla- 
tion during his three terms in the House. 


When the Hobson resolution for the submis- 


sion of a prohibition amendment came to a vota 
December 22, 1914, Palmer voted "No," but he 
was generally regarded as a "Dry." 


As soon as the Democrats secured control of 


the House, the Clark-Underwood leadership as- 
sumed on many questions the conservative role 
played by Cannon and his aides prior to 1910. 
On May 2, 1912, the House Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads reported out a "rider" 
to the Post Office Appropriation Bill which sub- 
stituted a parcels post satisfactory to the Ex- 
press Companies in place of the system urged 
by the progressive members of Congress. The 
test vote on the "rider" came on the previous 
question. 


"Every member who voted for the previous 


question voted to shut off amendment," com- 
mented La Follette's in the issue of June 8, 1912 
under "Roll Call on Men and Measures." 
"He 


voted for the 'fake' parcels post in the interests 
of the Express Trust."- 


Representative Palmer was recorded Toiing 


for the previous question with the Clark-Under- 
wood organization. 


Palmer voted with President Wilson in his 


demand for the Panama Canal Tolls Repeal. 


In a speech March 27, 1914, Palmer urged his 


coUengtw* to "stand behind the President," with 
the pJea:

HE Department of Labor has is- 
sued monthly statistics since 
the drive against the profiteers 


began, showing a steady-upward trend 
in living costs. Mr. Palmer recently 
denounced as a '-'slander," the Depart- 
ment of Labor statistics showing a four 
percent increase in living costs during 
December, 1919, but on the issue rais- 
ed between the two Departments of the 
Government, there'is no doubt that the 
public verdict has been against the At- 
torney General. 


Senator Frettngbuyaen contfcraed: 
"That Mr. Palmer a» Alien Property Custo- 


dian favored political friends in his appoint- 
ment) to enomy corporation* i* known to all of 
you. la my State it was evident that the .ma- 
jority of those selected were selected because 
of their political affiliations." 


One of the largest propertied sold by Mr. Pal- 


mer as Alien Property Custodian was the Bosch 
Magneto Company. 


Four months after Senator Frelinghuyscn'* 


speech in the Senate, Otto Herns and Albert R. 
Klein, stockholders, filed suit in New York, Jan- 
uary B, 1920, to rescind the Bale. 


The action demanded an accounting from A. 


Mitchell Palmer, Francis P. Garyan (who suc- 
ceeded Mr: Palmer as Custodian, and Martin E. 
Kern, who bought the stock sold by the Gov- 
ernment officials and re-organized it as the 
American Bosch Magneto Company. 


The plaintiffs alleged that the stock nas 


worth $16,000,000, that the corporation had 
a surplus of $8,500,000 and no debts; but 
that Mr. Palmer had authorized its sale for 
$4,000,000. 
As reported in the press of January 16, the

The Palmer-Fair Episode

FEW WEEKS before the expiration of his 
last term in the House, Palmer arose to 


answer an attack made upon him by his col- 
league, Representative Farr, of Pennsylvania. 


"My colleague has seen fit to cast aspersions 


upon my honor and integrity as a man, as a 
lawyer, and as a member of this House," said 
Mr. Palmer. 


"He has declared, and in fact called it a 


charge, that I am the paid attorney of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna, and Western Railway Com- 
pany, and that I have been the paid lobbyist 
before the Legislature of Pennsylvania, repre- 
senting that corporation." 


Mr. Palmer stated he had appeared before 


committees of the House and Senate at Hflrris- 
burg during the session of 1907, as Attorney for 
the railroads, to urge the rejection of legisla- 
tion which his clients regarded as unjust. He 
defended -himself warmly against the implica- 
tion that 'he had bean guilty of impropriety. 


Representative Fair refused to retract his 


original statement. 
At the conclusion of his 


colleague's explanation, Fair snouted: 


"He was in Harrisburg as the paid legal lob- 


byist of the corporations of Pennsylvania. That 
is what I said. 


"I have not attacked his honor or his in- 


tegrity, or the fact that he had no right to 
represent a corporation. 
I have attacked 


him because of his hypocrisy, his wicked 
demagoj»uery, in pretending to be one Uiing 
here when he knows he is another in his 
own State."

In the heated colloquy that followed, the 


exchange of personalities became so bitter 
that the House called upon the Speaker to 
enforce the rules of parliamentary debate. 
In the election of 1914, Palmer was nominated 


as the Democratic candidate for United State's 
Senator from Pennsylvania, -with the strong en- 
dorsement of President Wilson. He was defeat- 
ed by Senator Boise Per.rose, who was a candi- 
date for re-election. 


In April, 1915, President Wilson appointed 


Mr. Palmer Judge of the United States Court 
of Claims, but he declined the Commission. HB 
took office as Alien Property Custodian in Octo- 
ber, 1917. 


Palmer As Alien Property Custodian 


A 


S ALIEN PROPERTY CUSTODIAN, Mr. 
Palmer took over and administered prop- 


erty owned by Gern.'.an citizens, estimated, to 
be worth 1700,000,000. 


Under an amendment to the Alien Property 


Act, the Custodian was given the general power 
of sale. Mr. Palmer disposed of many valuable 
patents, factories, and in some instances entire 
corporations. 


After the signing of the Armistice, sensation- 


al charges were made as to the mas.ner In whi:h 
these sales had been conducted. 


Senator Joseph Freylinghuysen of New Jer- 


sey, speaking in the Senate August 25, 1919, 
urged the adoption of a resolution introduced 
by Senator Calder providing for an investiga- 
tion *of the Alien Property Custodian's •office. 


He pointed out that since Mr. Palmer .had 


been appointed Attorney General of the United 
States, his report as Alien Property Custodian, 
under the law referable to the Department of 
Justice, would be subject to final review by 
himself. 


"Mr. Palmer, as Alien Property- Custodian-, has 


•administered, I think, several thousand.trusts," 
said Senator Freylinghuysen. 


"He has had placed in his custody, estimated 


nearly $700,000,000. There arc many property

For several weeks, the public was treated to 


tho novel spectacle of a crusade against the 
mon who had been charged by the Trado Com- 
mission with "boosting prices" during toe war.

|-T IS CHIEFLY upon his record as Attorney 
1 General that Mr, Palmer is now a candidate 
for President. 


Friend and foe alike will agree that no At- 


torney General has faced more momentous prob- 
lems than Mr. Palmer, since he took office one 
year ago. 


When President Wilson returned from h:s 


second trip to Paris in mid-summer, 1919, he 
found public indignation against the profiteers 
at white heat.

The President appeared before a joint session 


of Congress on August S to deliver a special 
message announcing an administration cam- 
paign again-st the profiteers.

HUS ended Mr. Palmer's drive to reduce tie

early months of 1920. He urged maximum 
production, saving and elimination of extrava- 
gance by the people, and co-operation "with the 
Department of Justice in stamping out prof- 
iteering and hoarding." He accompanied his 
statement with a report that three persons had 
been convicted of hoarding and that there had 
been 99 seizures of foodstuffs illegally with- 
held from the market. 


So far as actual results are concerned, Mr. 


Palmer's fight on the high cost of living has 
been a fiasco. 


The Department of Lalxjr has issued 


monthly statistics since the drive against 
the profiteers began, showing a steady up- 
ward trend in living costs. Mr. Palmer re- 
cently denounced as a "slander," the De- 
partment of Labor statistics slaving a 
4 per cent increase in living costs during 
December, 1919, but on the issue raised 
between the two Departments of. the Gov- 
ernment, there is no doubt that the public 
verdict has been against the Attorney Gen- 
eral.

Attorney General Palmer had already set in 


motion the machinery of the Department of 
Justice. On August 5 he gave a statement to 
the press, announcing he would bring suit at 
once'in-the Federal Court, charging violation of 
the Anti-Trust Laws by the "Big Five" packers. 


Citing.the sensational findings of the Federal 


Trade Commission in its investigation of the 
meat packing industry, Mr. Palmer declared: 


"I am satisfied that the evidence adduced 


indicates a clear violation of the anti-trust 
laws and prompt action will be taken ac- 
cordingly." 
On the following day it was announced at 


Washington, following a conference between 
Charles F. Clyne, District Attorney for Chi- 
cago, and Attorney General Palmer, that crimi- 
nal prosecutions on charges of consipracy as 
well as civil action would be brought under the

On November 1, 450,000 bituminous coal min- 


ers went on strike. ' Prior to the walkout At- 
torney General Palmer had declared the strike 
to be "illegal." At the instance.of Mr. Palmer, 
an injunction wasxfcsued' by a federal court, 
restraining the union Officials from the use of 
the union funds in prosecuting the strike. The 
injunction was invoked under the authority of 
the Lever Food Control Act, which had been 
passed by Congress to protect the public against 
the profiteers during the war. A second in- 
junction was secured, at the instance of the.At- 
torney General, oy which President, Lewis of 
the United Mine Workers, Tinker penalty of fine 
and imprisonment, was compelled to rescind the 
strike order. On December 10, Mr. Palmer an- 
nounced that the strike had been broken.

Mr. Palmer urged Congress to adopt stringent 


peace-time espionage laws, restricting the right 
of free 'speech, free press, and free assemblage. 
The Attorney General drafted the Davey Bill. 
providing penalties of a $10,000 fine and 20 
years imprisonment for seditious acts or utter- 
ances. Meanwhile, agents of the Department 
of Justice conducted raids in the principal 
cities in which thousands of Socialists, labor 
leaders, and aliens were thrown into jail. Sev- 
eral hundred aliens, branded as "Reds,' were 
deported, a majority of the refugees going to 
Soviet Russia. The Attorney General announced 
that the Department of Justice had a card index 
containing the names of 60,000 agitators who 
would be vigorously prosecuted as soon as Csn- 
grcss passed the sedition laws. 


The Southern Pacific Oil Case 


,-vN December 5, 1919, Attorney General Pa!- 
U mer announced that he would not appeal 
from the decision of the District Court of Los 
Angeles in a suit to recover from the .Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company 160,000 acres of oil 
lands said to be worth ?500,000,OQO. 


The land in question was part cf a grant to 


the Southern Pacific, under the terms of which 
oil lands were specifically excluded and with- 
held for the use of the Government. 


Giflord Pinchot, former Chief of the Bureau 


of Forestry and President of the National Con- 
servation Association, addressed an open letter 
too the Attorney General on January 9, protest- 
ing against the abandonment of the suit. 


He declared that "the grant to the Southern 


Pacific specifically excluded lands < ontaining 
oil," and recalled that Attorney Central Greg- 
ory, with the support of Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, had used every means to p-otect the 


"public interest when it was found that the 


Southern Pacific "had obtained the oil land in 
spite of the law." 


"In his effort to enforce the law, protect the 


Navy, and save the nation's property," wro*e 
Mr. Pinchot, "Mr. Gregory was bitterly op- 
posed by great oil interests, such as those for 
which you yourself have been employed as an 
active attorney before the Government depart- 
ments. But in spite of opposition, not only 
from these oil men, but also from persons of 
great influence within the Government, Mr. 
Gregory stuck to his guns, appealed an adverse 
decision to the Supreme Court of the United 
States and won."

DISCUSSED AT PUBLIC WELFARE ASSN. 


Plans Put Before Body by Mrs. William Kittle; Organ- 


ization Decides to Become an 


Incorporation 


B 


Y a unanimous vote of more 
thnn 100 members it was 
decided Friday night, that 


the Madison Public Welfare as- 
sociation be made a 
corpora- 


tion and that A. H. Melville. R. 
N. Quality, Mrs. E. B. Stecns- 
lancl. 
Mi'lo 
Kitilcso.n. Rev. 


George E. Hunt, Mrs. William 
Kittle and Mrs. F. M. Crowley 
be the rncorporators. 


This move was taken to pro- 


vide for the acceptance, under 
the state laws, of the house at 
22 N. Hancock St., which Mrs. 
Anna M. Vilas presented to t"hc 
organization. The r/Orjxjses of 
the Public Welfare/association 
were set forth in the proposed 
articles of incorporation, read 
at the dinner Friday night by 
F. M. Wilcox, president of the 
association. 


A report, especially concern- 


ed with the dental 
activities 


of the association was 'given by 
Mrs. Edmund F. Brown, secre- 
tary, who dwelt upon the im- 
portance of having not only the 
teeth of children attended to, 
but those- of adults, 
as well. 


Many persons, both 
men and 


•women, suffer from all kinds' of 
diseases which might be pre- 
preventcd by proper care of the 
tivih. She told of the campaign 
inaugurated 
by Chicago den- 


lists, with regard 
to better 


teoth for everyone, and then de- 
clared that this health 
work 


should 
.be extended 
to other 


health departments, advocating 
the establishment of a health 
center by the 
association, for 


children'and adults, with a full 
time nurse in attendance. 


Mrs. Brown also told of 
the 


work of the day nursery. More 
than half of the children taken 
care of 
in the 
nursery 
have 


fathers, so that it is not a 
question of charity for the chil- 
dren. It is a matter of expedi- 
ency, the mothers usually work- 
ing" to pay off doctors' bills or 
to -buy clothes. She emphasized 
the importance 
of 
preventing 


pauperism. 
In the mai.ter of 


old clothes, she urged that those 
instead of being given to indi- 
viduals, be taken to the service 
shop where thay are 
sold for 


very small sums, but give the 
puichasers 
a feeling of 
real 


independence. 


The q-uestion of a ninth ward 


community center was discuss- 
ed by Mrs. William Kittle, who 
declared that -the policy of the 
association 
has 
always 
been 


that of meeting the needs ex- 
pressed in the city, 
and that 


• there is a very real need i/i the 


9th ward which no organization 
has so far met. 


"In the ninth ward," declar- 


, ed Mrs. Kittle, "resides 53 per 
1 cent of the foreign population 


of Madison, 
under conditions 


•which are centainly not desir- 
able, although they have been 
immensely improved during the 
past five or six years. In this 
section there are 
some 1,200 


persons living in S or 10 blocks. 
The larger part of these peo- 


' pie are "Italians, but there are 


also 
Russians, 
Roumanians, 


Poles, a few Greeks, Jews, col- 
ored people and others. There 
is no place for them to carry on 


their activities as a community. 
The neighborhood house, while 
it has served a fir.e purpose, is

low school cannot be used because 


it has not the proper facilities 
nor equipment, 


"1 have talked with repre- 


sentative people of every kind 
in the ninth ward."

0^7:ERNOR PfflLIPP in his attack on Att'y Gen'l Elaine at 


Wartertown claimed that Mr. Blaine has no right to repre- 


sent the republican party because in 1912 he supported Presi- 
dent Wilson. That is harking back some and if Mr. Blaine should 
follow the governor's bad example he could refer to the time 
when Mr. Philipp bolted the republican party and with Plister, 
and the stalwart crowd organized the "National Republican, 
party," put up a boKer s ticket ar.d .tried to defeat the regular 
republican nominees. But Mr. Blaine does not need to go into 
ancient days to prove his repuWicanism. The people determine 
a man's standing politically. 


In the republican primary in 1918, Mr. Blaine ran against 


an appointee of Governor PMBpp. Blaine received 101,508 votes 
while Philipp running at the same primary received only 71,614 
votes. At the election following when Blaine and Phih'pp both 
ran as the nominees on the regular republican ticket Blame's 
majority was 77,317 while Philipp's was only 43,133. 


Th« republican voters have thus settled the matter and have 


showed a decided preference for the republicanism of Blaine over 
that of PMBp-p at .the last election. 


It is true that Blaine sjupponted Wilson in 1912 at a time 


when Philipp sup.por.ted T&fV. 
WHson was elected -while Taft 


carried only Utah and Vermonl—8 electoral votes. 
Then Blaine 


was with the people and refused 'to take his republicanism by 
force. The steam roller of Root-PhiMpp-Pfister crowd went in 
the convention but their candidate- could not be forced on the 
people. 


Philipp is now a candidate for delegate to the Chicago con- 


vention. So is Blaine. They are on opposing tickets. Philipp 
and his fellow delegates met at Milwaukee and agreed on a plan 
of silence and secrecy. Blaine and his co-workers met in Madi- 
son and put forth a platform of principles.

Now he wants 'to go to the convention unpledged, free to 


deal and dicker wJth his friends from Wall street. He has no 


. candidate and no principles. He is a free lancer which means 


that he is as always for Big Business, He is a friend to rail- 
roads because he is a railroad owner. And the railroad owners 
are hand in glove with Wall street with a •tunnel into the gov- 
ernmental 'treasury, 


Philipp may strike at Bfaine. But Elaine is with the com- 


mon man. When Philipp wanted Blaine to fight the soldier 
boys Blaine refused. That may be Bbjjne's offense. The bonus 
took quite a penny from incomes of big business—from the in- 
come of Mr. Philipp.

France, and stinted and saved and 
did our utmost at home to help win 
the fight,- they immediately proceed- 
ed to rob and' plunder the govern- 
ment. , The first we learned about 
was the 
"Hog Island"' steal of 


$6,000,000, then followed the aero- 
plane scandal, and various others. 


But that is not all. The signa- 


tures to the armistice for 
peace 


were scarcely dry before they and 
their kept press began to advocate 
militarism for this country, at the 
same time shouting for a treaty and 
league of nations that would sub- 
ject us to th'e tyrannies of England 
a&d keep us at constant war forever 
thereafter—and ail this done under 
the guise of patriotism, peace and 
democracy. They also tried to get 
us into war with Mexico, these pa- 
triotic hypocrites. 
A desperate^ ef- 


fort was made for another espion- 
age act, denying the people 
the 


right of free speech, free press and 
to peaceably assemble even during 
peace time. "Bills are still pending in 
congress that if. passed will abso- 
lutely stifle free speech and a free 
press. 


Not satisfied with all of this they 


are now after the last pound of 
flesh. They are trying to get leg- 
islation through that will save them 
from paying taxes on their ill got- 
ten gains and make the 
common 


people pay the cost of the war; Ac- 
cording to the recent decision of 
the United States supreme court, 
they 'have already succeeded in es- 
caping tax on stock dividends. An 
infamous railroad bill has been re- 
cently passed1 that will increase the 
freight rates perhaps 60 per cent, 
and we presume that after the next 
election,, if they .are successful, pas- 
senger rates wui also go up. 


But "Big Business" is 
evidently 


afraid of their own ret»rd-, judging 
by their campaign for delegates 'to 
the national convention. Instead of 
coming out in a- straight-forward 
way and tell the people what 'they
